Figuring Colors of Metals. 
A method by which numerical value» 
for the color* of metals has been ob­ 
tained and described recently In a for­ 
eign contemporary.. The metal sample 
is polished with emery, and is then 
photographed through a blue grass 
screen. The time of exposure, time of 
development of the plate, temperature 
of the developer and all other condl 
tions must be reproduced exactly In 
order to obtain comparable result*. 
The density of the resulting negative 
Is measured In a Siroger-Shepherd 
densometer, and the result calculated 
to a scale In which the color value 
for sliver Is 0 and that of copper is 
50. 
The results obtained above* thnt 
an Increase of coloration In the metal 
does give a higher “color figure,” but 
the method can detect nqdtfferenee 
between pure and “vtnndafd” silver— 
silver 9&R per cent, copper 7.5 per cent 
—and is only Just sufficiently sensitive 
to distinguish between German silvers 
having respectively 15 and 7 per cent 
oí nickel.
